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Can  Muni 
Banish  Its 
Banshee 
Buses?

If  you  live  near  a  Muni  bus  route — 
which  is  to  say,  nearly  anywhere  in  Glen 
Park — you've  heard  the  intrusive  howls 
of  the  newest  additions  to  the  City's 
transportation  fleet.  Since  around  Labor 
Day,  the  shrieks  of  these  new  buses  on 
Bos  worth  Street  have  echoed  across  our 
little  valley,  audible  blocks  away.  On 
Chenery,  howls  from  the  26  Valencia 
line  resound  up  and  down  the  hill. 

If  you  live  on  a  hillside  street  with  a 
bus  li  ne — say.  Diamond  Street — your 
tranquillity  has  likely  been  shattered 
when  the  roar  of  the  new  buses'  engines 
is  suddenly  supplemented  by  an  unex- 
pected wail  that  sounds  for  all  the  world 
like  the  siren  of  a  fire  engine  that's  just 
pulling  up  outside.  Conversations  stop. 
TV  is  drowned  out.  Adrenaline  pumps. 
Residents  complain.  Muni  listens. 

By  mid-October,  neighborhood  com- 
plaints had  gotten  the  attention  of  Muni 


General  Manager  Michael  Burns,  who 
has  instructed  his  maintenance  manager 
to  find  out  what  the  problem  is  and  find 
a  way  to  fix  it.  Muni  wrote  specifica- 
tions for  its  new  buses  when  it  began  to 
upgrade  the  fleet,  and  these  vehicles  (the 
culprits'  numbers  begin  with  "81")  meet 
the  criteria  for  noise,  according  to  Muni 
Spokesperson  Maggie  Lynch.  Well, 
maybe  on  paper  or  at  the  manufacturer's 
plant — but  not  on  the  streets  of  Glen 
Park.  Lynch  says  Muni  knows  some- 
thing's wrong. 

Since  Muni  is  aware  of  the  prob- 
lem, more  complaints  won't  do  any 
good.  Lynch  notes.  But  specific  infor- 
mation might  help.  For  instance,  one 
bus  may  howl  on  one  run  up  or  down 
the  hill,  but  not  the  next;  it  may  shriek 
upon  initial  acceleration  or  start  its  wail 
halfway  up  or  down  the  block.  When 
a  particular  bus  continues  to  howl  out- 
side your  window,  note  its  number,  the 
date  and  time,  whether  it's  going  up  or 
down  hill,  and  any  other  details. 

E-mail  the  data  to  Lynch  at  mag- 
gie_lynch@ci.sf.ca.us.  She'll  pass  it  on 
to  Burns  and  Muni's  maintenance  man- 
agement. 

These  "banshee  buses"  have  spread 
across  the  City,  and  more  are  on  order. 
The  solution  can't  come  too  soon.

She  also  helped  found  the  San 
Francisco  Natural  History  Group  and 
continues  to  organize  its  free  monthly 
meetings  by  arranging  for  qualified 
speakers  and  slide  shows  on  wildlife 
and  natural  areas  in  and  around  San 
Francisco. 

At  the  first  plant  restoration  work 
party  that  I  led  in  June.  1988  in  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  Ruth  was  one  of  the 


volunteers.  As  I  recall,  we  were 
removing  invasive  French  broom  and 
cape  ivy.  We  didn't  have  the  large 
weed  wrench  with  its  leverage  action, 
which  makes  it  easier  to  remove  this 
formidably  rooted  broom.  Never- 
theless, Ruth  was  there  pulling  up 
broom  twice  as  tall  as  herself  by 
the  roots. 

Ruth  continues  to  support,  help 
and  advise  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park  on  many  issues  concerning 
the  park.  She  has  written  many  let- 
ters and  spoken  with  force  and 
knowledge  before  the  Open  Space 
Committee,  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Commission,  the  Mayor,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  many  other  agen- 
cies in  support  of  Glen  Canyon's  nat- 
ural areas,  its  creek  and  wildlife.

Butterfly 
Garden

A  Butterfly  Garden  is  planned  for 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  It  will  be  located 
adjacent  to  the  fenced-in  children's  play- 
ground near  the  tennis  courts.  A  com- 
mittee consisting  of  members  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  Glen 
Park  Advisory  Board,  Latchkey  Chil- 
dren and  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp  planned 
this  special  project.  They  have  selected 
plants  to  create  a  home  for  butterflies  to 
lay  eggs  and  nest. 

Butterflies  their  lay  eggs  on  leaves, 
stems  or  other  objects,  usually  on  or  near

the  food  for  the  caterpillar  or  butterfly 
larvae  to  eat.  When  the  caterpillar 
emerges,  it  will  begin  eating  on  the  host 
plant.  The  host  plant  also  provides  shel- 
ter for  all  stages  of  the  butterfly's  life 
cycle.  It  grows  very  quickly  and  will 
shed  its  skin  four  or  more  times  to  house 
its  rapidly  growing  body. 

Caterpillars  have  patterns  or  stripes 
or  patches,  and  may  have  spine-like 
hairs.  Each  species  of  butterfly  has  its 
own  distinct-looking  caterpillar.  The 
caterpillar  will  make  a  chrysalis  during 
its  transformation  into  a  butterfly. 

Hopefully,  by  the  time  you  read  this, 
the  work  on  the  Butterfly  Garden  will 
be  finished  and  the  butterflies  will  be 
flying  around  looking  for  this  special 
place.

Online  Resources 

While  a  lot  of  people  are  checking 
their  e-mail  accounts  on  the  library's 
new  Internet  PCs,  there  are  fewer  who 
take  full  advantage  of  the  library's  online 
offerings.  Even  people  who  are  com- 
fortable Web  surfing  don't  always  know 
about  using  the  library's  databases  to 
zero  in  on  information.  Take  for  exam- 
ple our  full-text  magazine  article  data- 
bases. Using  one  of  these  databases, 
you  can  enter  a  subject  or  keyword 
and  find  full  text  articles  from  Newsweek, 
Time,  Rolling  Stone,  Consumer  Reports, 
Nation,  The  New  Yorker,  Old  House  Jour- 
nal and  dozens  of  other  magazines  of 
all  kinds.  Once  you've  found  an  article 
you  like,  you  can  print  it,  e-mail  it  to 
yourself  or  just  read  it  online.  These 
magazine  databases  are  especially  use- 
ful if  you're  looking  lor  the  latest  infor- 
mation, where  a  book  might  not  yet  have 
been  written  on  a  subject — such  as  a 
new  consumer  product,  a  medical  devel- 
opment, a  recent  celebrity  or  a  rapidly 
growing  business.

cisco  plant  species. 

It  also  boasts  populations  of  raccoons, 
skunks,  possums,  snakes,  gophers,  squir- 
rels and  rats  as  well  as  owls  and  a  nest- 
ing pair  of  red  tail  hawks.  Up  until  the 
1960s  the  canyon  supported  a  sizable 
population  of  California  quail,  says 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  President 
Richard  Craib.  "We'd  love  to  see  them 
reintroduced  at  some  point  in  the  future." 
he  says. 

The  buildings  in  the  park  also  have 
a  history.  The  recreation  center,  which 
houses  a  gym  and  many  after-school 
activities,  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  die  city, 
built  by  the  WPA  during  the  Depression. 
Its  auditorium,  home  to  Glen  Park  Asso- 
ciation potlucks.  boasts  an  orchestra  pit. 

The  Nature-Fest  event  was  held  to 
further  the  goals  of  the  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park,  which  is  "dedicated  to 
restoring  and  increasing  public  appre- 
ciation of  a  significant  natural  area  within 
San  Francisco." 

Maggie  Hopper,  "The  Bat  Lady," 
began  the  program  with  a  talk  on  the 
lives  and  importance  of  bats  in  our 
ecosystem;  she  showed  a  live  Mexican 
free-tailed  bat.  San  Francisco  antiquarian 
and  archivist  Greg  Gaar  was  next,  with 
a  show  of  his  slides  of  the  canyon  and 
surrounding  area.  Then  came  Jake  Sigg, 
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president  of  the  California  Native  Plant 
Society.  "Glen  Canyon  is  an  important 
refuge  for  native  plants,"  he  says,  "one 
of  the  few  we  have  left  of  what  was  here 
300  years  ago." 

While  there  has  been  extensive  inva- 
sion of  non-native  species,  the  park  con- 
tinues to  support  a  fairly  healthy  popu- 
lation of  perennial  native  bunchgrasses, 
which  provide  the  native  wildllowers 
with  the  environment  they  need  to  thrive. 
Some  of  the  species  spring  visitors  can 
see  include  poppies,  lupine,  douglas  and 
coast  iris,  coast  sunflower  (sometimes 
called  mule's  ears)  and  shooting  star. 
Glen  Canyon  is  also  the  only  remaining 
San  Francisco  habitat  that  supports  the 
scarlet  columbine,  says  Sigg:  "There's 
possibly  up  to  100  species  of  natives  left 
here.  It's  amazing  that  they've  been  able 
to  hang  on  this  long — but  [without  help] 
they  won't  hang  on  much  longer.  The 
columbine  and  shooting  star  will  wink 
out  soon  if  we  don't  save  them." 

The  work  groups  put  together  by  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  are  cru- 
cial to  this  effort,  says  Sigg.  By  remov- 
ing invasive  non-native  plants  and 
extending  the  range  of  natives,  the 
canyon  can  be  saved  as  one  of  the  tew 
havens  for  San  Francisco's  past.  "If  we 
do  nothing  but  let  the  weeds  take  over, 
you'll  have  possibly  a  dozen  species 
of  plants  and  it  will  be  monotonous. 
Okay  for  skunks  and  raccoons  and  rats. 


but  not  for  the  great  diversity."  he  adds. 

Glen  Canyon  doesn't  just  represent 
a  piece  of  300-year-old  San  Francisco 
history;  it  also  is  a  place  to  see  history 
going  back  200  million  years,  as  retired 
geologist  Neil  Fahy  told  the  crowd  dur- 
ing a  lecture  and  rock-scramble  during 
the  Nature-Fest.  The  rock  outcroppings 
of  the  canyon  date  from  the  Jurassic  and 
Cretaceous  periods,  between  150  and 
200  million  years  ago.  The  basic  rock 
is  chert,  composed  primarily  of  silica 
and  formed  deep  in  the  ocean  as  a  prod- 
uct of  volcanic  eruption.  Plate  tecton- 
ics pushed  it  upward. 

Chert  is  full  of  thousands  of  micro- 
scopic fossils,  Fahy  said: v  "These  micro- 
lossils  lived  in  the  ocean  as  free-swim- 
ming animals.  When  you  had  extra  silica 
from  these  volcanic  eruptions  hit  the 
water,  there  was  a  population  explosion 
of  these  animals,  which  are  called  Radii 
olaria.  These  guys  can  just  reproduce 
like  mad.  Then  when  they  die  they  fall 
back  down  and  get  incorporated  into  the 
rock." 

The  bluffs  of  the  canyon  are  also  an 
excellent  place  to  search  for  "probably 
the  most  spectacular  thing  about  chert," 
a  phenomenon  called  slickensides,  Fahy 
said.  This  occurs  when  two  rock  units 
move  next  to  each  other.  The  rocks  slide 
against  each  other  under  tremendous 
pressure  and  literally  melt  and  alter 
the  surface  of  the  stone,  which  produces 


a  flat,  shiny  surface.  "They  look  almost 
like  they've  been  glazed.  If  you  look  at 
the  cross-section  of  the  rock,  the  upper 
layer  looks  like  it's  been  enameled" 

Glen  Canyon  is  one  of  the  few  areas 
in  San  Francisco  where  houses  don't 
cover  these  geologic  formations  and  it's 
possible  to  see  them.  "This  little  area, 
although  it  may  be  relatively  small  com- 
pared to  other  areas  that  are  set  aside, 
is  a  very  unique  one  in  the  fact  that 
you  have  these  geologic  features  that 
are  accessible,"  says  Fahy.  "You  can 
walk  right  to  the  cherts  and  see  the  slick- 
ensides; you  can  touch  it." 

To  go  out  and  touch  it  for  yourself, 
start  at  the  end  of  the  road  across  the 
creek  from  the  Silver  Tree  building  back 
in  the  canyon.  Walk  along  the  trail 
and  across  the  wooden  causeway  that 
crosses  the  marshy  area  of  Islais  Creek. 
When  the  trail  turns  uphill,  you'll  see 
large  rock  outcroppings  on  the  hills 
above  you.  There  you  will  see  chert  and, 
if  you  look  carefully,  examples  of  slick- 
ensides.

Wanted — 
But  Don't 
Dawdle

The  Crags  Court  Community  Gar- 
den is  a  tranquil,  little-known  spot  on 
the  rim  of  Glen  Canyon,  at  the  end  of 
Crags  Court.  One  of  20  community  gar- 
dens in  the  City  sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners 
(SLUG),  it  provides  16  plots  in  which 
urban  dwellers  can  plant  and  maintain 
their  own  vegetables  or  flowers.  It 
was  begun  35  years  ago  by  neighbor 
Loretta  Stach,  who  still  lives  nearby. 

Unlike  many  of  SLUG'S  other  com- 
munity gardens,  the  Crags  Court  gar- 
den currently  has  no  waiting  list  and  is 
seeking  about  half  a  dozen  experienced, 
dedicated  people  with  green  thumbs  to 
sign  up  for  plots  and  help  improve  and 
maintain  the  entire  garden.  If  you'd 
enjoy  gardening  with  a  view  over  the 
canyon,  call  Leslie  at  824-7858. 

But  don't  wait  till  Spring!  Some  other 


community  gardens — like  Bernal 
Heights  and  Visitacion  Valley — have 
plots  available,  but  many  have  long  wait- 
ing lists.  In  fact,  the  10  people  on  the 
list  for  a  plot  at  Glen  Park's  other  com- 
munity garden,  on  Arlington  Street,  face 
a  wait  of  about  five  years  for  one  of 
the  20  plots  there. 

Now  is  the  perfect  time — and  Crags 
Court  is  an  ideal  location — to  plant  a 
winter  garden.  The  time  is  right  for 
improving  the  soil,  and  your  lettuce  and 
other  crops  will  be  ready  before  you 
know  it.  Just  keep  in  mind  that  com- 
munity gardeners  are  expected  to 
improve  and  use  their  plots,  and  to  con- 
tribute to  the  garden  as  a  whole.  And 
you'll  need  to  stop  by  a  few  times  a  week 
to  water,  weed,  etc. 

Glen  Park  residents  also  have  a  hand- 
icapped-accessible garden  nearby. 
Raised,  vertical  boxes  have  been  installed 
at  the  Park  Street  Community  Garden, 
between  Holly  Park  and  Mission  Street; 
for  information  about  that  garden,  call 
227-2854. 

There  is  a  $25  annual  fee  to  partici- 
pate in  a  community  garden — $10  for 
your  plot,  and  $  1 5  for  garden  expenses. 
The  fee  includes  membership  in  SLUG, 
which  can  be  reached  at  285-7584.

"If  you  invent  a  revolutionary  new 
heart  valve  and  want  to  have  clowns  and 
jugglers  explain  how  it  works  at  a  med- 
ical convention — call  my  company"  says 
Glen  Park's  Scottie  Melzer  of  Comedy 
Industries.  Scottie  used  to  perform  at 
Pier  39,  Fisherman's  Wharf  or  comedy 
clubs  for  a  buck,  then  for  five,  and 
now  it  is  more  likely  to  be  for  five  thou- 
sand. And  the  venue  will  be  a  trade 
show,  convention  or  conference. 

Kathy  and  Scottie  Melzer  rented  in

House  prices 
may  have  risen,  but  we  still  have  an  eco- 
nomically mixed  community.  Even 
low-income  housing  has  great  views 
in  this  neighborhood." 

Comedy  Industries  may  be  writing 
and  performing  three  shows  at  a  time  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  Scottie 


explains.  "We  have  eight  people  work- 
ing for  Comedy  Industries.  When  I 
began  to  get  more  work  than  I  could 
handle,  I  started  hiring  friends  who  were 
my  competitors." 

But  Scottie  still  performs  on  the  road. 
He  can  tell  you  about  the  best  restau- 
rant in  Phoenix's  Sky  Harbor  or  the  pre- 
eminent pretzels  at  the  Denver  airport; 
he'll  review  Wolfgang  Puck's  at  O'Hare, 
and  has  been  delayed  frequently  enough 
at  SFO  to  tell  you  to  eat  in  the  Interna- 
tional Terminal.
